Serious bush fires in the timber 
areas of the Burnt Hills and Wapiti 
are gradually being brought under 
control with the help of rainfall.

| PASTEURIZATION OF MILK AND 
. HEALTH

| spect for nature. countless 
| ages she has by trial and error ap- 
proached far closer to 
the production, for example, of suit- 

able foods than man has done. I 

have always believed in the use of 
raw milk for young or old. But with 
|= ever widening use of pasteurized 
milk the adherence to old ideas was 
beginning to weaken till the June 
issue of Magazine Digest appeared. 
Pages 29 and 30 give pasteurization 
of milk just what is coming to it. 

It has always been taken for 
| granted by the pasteurization and 
| tinned milk faddists that raw milk 
was chockful of disease germs. When 
a herd is T.B. tested and blood 
| tested it has never been clear to me 
that the assumption is true. More- 
lover, we do know that raw milk is 
| chockful of health-giving germs, now 
|called vitamins. I have always won- 
| dered how it was possible to kill the 
bad germs, even if they were 
present, without killing the good 
germs or vitamins. Th 
that it is not possible. 
vide against having “tares in the 
wheat” as far as possible, but even 
if they are there, you cannot kill 
them without destroying also the 
wheat, leaving nothing but a useless 
mess—which properly describes pas- 
teurized milk. 

We understand that the whale 
lives on the little fish that swim 
around in the water. If you can 
imagine that water heated to 150 
degrees to kill but not cook the little 
fish, then the water is cooled and 
in a day or so delivered to the whale. 
Let us imagine that the whale takes 
a day or so to use the last of this 
delivery. What condition would the 
dead fish be in for the whale? Now 
consider the little vitamins that 


| chase around in the milk and have a 


great time. Kill them by pasteur- 
ization and after they are partly de- 
composed give them to your infant. 
It is simply a big factor in civiliza- 


| tion’s tendency toward race suicide. 


We will now give copious quota- 
tions from Magazine Digest of June: 
“But after pasteurization the lactic 
acid bacilli are killed. The milk in 
consequence cannot become sour and 
quickly decomposes while undesir- 
able germs multiply very quickly.” 
“It (pasteurization) kills off harm- 
less and useful germs alike and by 


| subjecting the milk to high tempera- 
|tures destroys some nutritious con- 


stituents.” “ . 

“Recent figures published regard- 
ing the spread of tuberculosis 
milk show, amongst other facts, that 
over a period of five years, during 
which time 750 children 
to a special organization received a 
pint of raw milk daily, one case only 
of the disease occ . During a 
similar period when 
milk had been given 14 cases were 
reported.” 

“Probably pasteurization’s worst 
offense is that it makes insoluble the 
major part of the calcium contained 
in raw milk. This frequently leads 
to rickets, bad teeth and nervous 
troubles, for sufficient calcium con- 
tent is vital to children and with the 
loss of phosphorus, also associated 
with calcium, bone and brain forma- 
tion rvffer serious setbacks.” 

“Pasteurization also destroys 20 
per cent of the iodine present in raw 
milk, causes constipation and gen- 
erally takes from the milk its most 
vital qualities.” 

“There is no substitute for clean 
raw milk as a food so far as children 
are concerned. Science has not yet 
succeeded in providing in the. pas- 
variety those essential 
qualities that are the only real foun- 
dation for a healthy child.”

OTTAWA, June 3, 1938.—A_ 
discussion on Quebec's “padlock” law 
tiew up in the House on Monday even- 
ing and provided the feature of the 
day. Perhaps the liveliest part of the 
argument was due to a misunderstand- 
ing of what Mr. Woodsworth, who in- 
troduced it. had in his mind. The 
Minister of Justice objected to a dis- 
cussion of the question when he had 
to de.l with the subject officially, and 
got into an argument with Mr. Bennett 
as to whether or not in cases of dis- 
allowance, Parliament can “instruct” 
him. Firally. Mr. Woodsworth said he 
was making no motion in the matter 
or suggesting disallowance, but wish- 
ing to air certain grievances which he 
had a right to do. Arising in the last 
hour, the subject took all of that 
period. 

in the earlier stages. amendments to 
the Criminal Code were brought in, 
making a little harder the way of the 
transgressor. There was also consid- 
erable ado as to when official commu- 
nications are private and when they 
are public regardless of how they may 
be marked. 

Amendments to the code are in the 
nature of a tightening up. The most 
interesting of them refers to the moto- 
rist guilty of reckless driving. He 


needn't cause an accident to be guilty po 


of recklessness. He will be guilty if 
he operates his car in a manner dang- 
erous to the public. He or she must 
have regard to conditions of traffic of 
the highways. There is a variety of 
penalties ranging from fines of one 
hundred dollars and three months’ im- 
prisonment, to one thousand dollars 
and two years. Those who persistent- 
ly break the law may f‘uu their license 
suspended for three years. Moreover, 
anyone who causes a motor accident 
and fails to stop and offer assistance 
and give his name and address, is 
liable to a fine of five hundred dollars 
and six months’ imprisonment.

Doubt exists if the trade agreements 
will close this session. Naturally, the 
idea of adjourning Parliament tc wait 
for them, in the heat of summer, is not 
pular. And so, there is more than a 
possibility that the session may con- 
clude with what is in sight, which, as 
indicated, is plentiful. The agree- 
ments could be considered at a session 
in the fall, but it would be part of the 
next regular session, rather than an 
extra one. It could have a long ad- 
journment till after New Year's, or 
conceivably, it might go ahead and 
conclude in the early spring. 

Entering the fifth month of the ses- 
sion, Parliament's work is far from 
finished. In reality. several of the 
largest subjects are yet to come—the 
budget, with or without the frills of 
fiscal changes; the housing scheme, to 
be of larger dimensions than has been 
imagined; legislation to aequire, out- 
right. the Bank of Canada; bills aris- 
ing out of the cornmmittee dealing with 
the election law and out of the inqui- 
ries into wheat marketing 2nd the 
penal system. Much of what has been 
started is incomplete, although more 
rapid progress is now being made

THE WORLD 
OF WHEAT 


By H. G. L. Strange 
Director “Crop Testing Plan.” 


The complete report of the Tur- 
geon Royal Grain Inquiry Commis- 
sion is now available, and is well 
worth the study of all who are in- 


‘terested in the welfare of our prairie 


farmers. 


Justice Turgeon stresses strongly 
the importance of maintaining the 
quality of Canadian wheat. . He 
draws attention to authoritative 
opinions that though the world de- 
}mand for export wheat may some- 
what decline, yet the demand for 
high quality wheat may actually in- 
crease. 


The Commissioner then speaks in 
very high terms of thé work of the 
“Crop Testing Plan” as a means of 
improving the quality of Canadian 
wheat, stating: “This ‘the ‘Crop 
Testing Plan’) to my mind is a 
scheme that deserves every possible 
encouragem2nt and support. It is 
especially important in view of the 
efforts being made in other com- 
peting countries, such as the Argen- 
tine, Australia and Russia, to in-| 
crease the quality and uniformity of | 
their wheat.” 

The “Crop Testing’ Plan” this year 
will test about 30,000 farmers’ fields 
of wheat. A visit by farmers and 
others to any of the 750 Demonstra- 
tion Plots or to any of the 100 Jarger 
Testing Plots will show the present 
state of the quality of our wheat, and 
exactly how improvement is being 
effected. 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Holland buys American 
wheat-—Italian Wheat Board author- 
izes increase in wheat prices — wet 
weather delays wheat ripening in 
Texas—Greece to import Canadian, 
Argentine and Turkish wheat—lItaly 
purchases Australian and American 


wheat — Damaging frosts in north 
and east of Russia——-Ranfall over 
Canadian Prairies somewhat less 


than normal. 
Following factors have tended to 
lower price: French wheat crop 
should be sufficient for home _ re- 
quirements—Favorable prospects in 
United Sstates northwest-——Moisture 
conditions improve in Australia 
Abundant rains received in Germany 
—Argentine ‘veather more favorable 
for conditioning of corn and seeding 
of wheat — Large orange crop ex- 
pected in Brazil. 


SEARLE PRECIPITATION REPORT 
No. 1 


Taking into account the precipita- 
tion that occurred last fall in the 
months of August, September and 
October, and the rains that have 
fallen this year from April 1 to May 
27, and weighting for wheat acreage, 
the moisture condition of Alberta on 
May 27 wus 100% of the normal as 
compared with 104 for the previous 
week; for Saskatchewan it was 95% 
as compered with 86, and for Mani- 
toba it was 88% as compared with 91 
for the previous week. 

Taking the three Prairie Provinces 
as a unit, the weighted average on 
May 27 was 96% of the normal as 
compared with 92 at the same time 
last week, and 74% at the same time 
last year.

Completing 
his theological course, he volunteered 
for the overseas work of the Church. 
Was appointed to west China in 1920 
to work in connection with the 
Literature Department of the United 
Church mission, 

He has watched from the inside 
the development of modern China— 


from the period of alrnost chaos fol- | 


lowing the downfall of the Manchus 
and the establishment of the re- 
public; through the days when de- 
generate selfish war loads’ en- 
deavored to establish a _ feudalistic 
system of control of the country, and 
when a form of Communism swept 
certain of the provinces; down to the 
present time, when, following a 
reaction against tyranny, feudalism 
and Communism, China, under the 
impetus of a spirit of nationalism, 
rid itself of reactionary elements, 
perfected a nation-wide unity and 
established a strong central govern- 
ment,—a government which already 
has, to a large degree, begun to 
transform China by extensive re- 
forms from a “Middle Ages” power 
to that of a modern nation. 

He has experienced some of the 
horrors og China’s civil wars — has 
been through a number of its battles. 
But has also seen the wonderful sense 
of unity achieved in recent years and 
has experienced the benefits which 
have come from the many reforms 
introduced and pushed forward by 
China’s present central government.

To be tried and judged and con- 
demned for something of which one 
is entirely innocent—no ordeal can 
be more terrible. 

a ‘man of sterling courage and 
integrity can preserve his upright 
character unmarred by a sense of 
cruel injustice. 

Such a glaring instance of a mis- 
carriage of justice does not often 
happen, but there are minor injus- 
tices in which many of us unwittingly 
participate. 

How easy it is to think of a man 
or woman guilty of some social or 
| moral offense, “Oh, he’s a bad lot,” 
and leave it at that. Yet that is 
rarely the whole truth about anyone. 
And if it be not the whole truth, our 
summary verdict is not justice. 

I was talking to a friend the other 
day, for instance, about one known 
to us both who had gone off the rails 
rather badley. We were perfectly 
amazed to hear the harsh things 
people were saying about him, for 
we knew the man’s better side. A 
few days later my friend: sent me a 
little cutting. It was a quotation 
from a noval by Graham Travers. 
He had kept it by him, he said, and 
our conversation had reminded him 
of it. It was well worth keeping, 
too. Here it is: 


. “We flatter ourselves that we 
have fought like the saints who 
have conquered; but it is to be 
doubted whether we have strug- 
| ae the sinners who have 
‘a R ’ 


If we remembered this more often 
it would temper any tendency to- 
wards harsh judgments. After all, 
we never know what hard fight a 
man or woman put up before they 
crashed. It may be that everything 


was against them—inherited ten- 
dencies, untoward circumstances, 
some hidden and secret struggle 


waged fiercely and long before the 
final fall. It may not excuse the 
offense, but it should be taken into 
account. Be charitable in your judg- 
ments. Make allowances. Look for 
every mitigating circumstance, You 
are much less likely to be unjust that 
way than the other.
